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their mines, but not under their 

old chiefs, who haye been succeeded 
by Buckskin, Keg, Yellow-Old-Wo, 
man and Black Water, each leads 
his party of Indians in working a 
mine, 

One of the mines, that under 
B uckskin is quite extensively deve- 
lo ped, the entry being in about 500 
fe et, and they are proving such apt 
pupils of their former instructor 
that recently when Mr. Markle Lad 
a provincial mine inspector visit the 
reservation and inspect the mines, 
he reported that he had not a fault 
to find with the manner in which 
they are being worked. 

Under the present practice, one 
bunch of Indians work the mines, 
and another does the hauling to 
market. About 150 Indians are en 
gaged in the work and their earn- 
ings are sufficient to satisfy theis as- 
pirations, 

Any day the Indians can be seen 
in Gleichen with their loads of coal 
for which they find a ready market 
here and they are not slow in sizing 
up their opportunities to advance 
prices, especially when they find 
the dealers are short. They sel! the 
loads all the way from $2.50 to 89

Blackfoot Indians 
Successtul Miners 


Pretty nearly every nationality 
und er the sun is identified with the 
coal mining businees, either as min 
ers or operators of mines, but it has 
remained for J. A. Markle, inspect- 
or of Indian agencies.for Alberta to 
int roduce_the aborigines to the busi- 
ness, and to provide the world with 
the novelty of coal mines actually 
op erated by Indians, with none but 
Indians for miners. ‘Truly, it is an 
iconalastic civilization, this of ours 
in the West. 

Asa result of Mr. Markle’s ef- 
forts in their behalf, the Indians of 
the Blackfoot reservation -have a 
number of small mines developed to 
a considerable extent just south of 
Gleichen, which they are working 
and managing themselves, and suc- 
cessfully, both from a mining and 
financial point of view. 

Inspector Saw Opportunity 


It was some nino or ten years ago 
that Mr. Markle, when visiting the 
Blaekfoot reserve on an inspection 
trip, observed the Indians under the 
leadership of Calf Bull and of Bear 
Robe, gophering at some of the coal 
seains which crop out along the riv- 
er and the coulees intersecting the 
valley. 

It oceurred to “tz, Markle that a 
business might be built up for the 
Indians which might be made quite 
profitable to thom. The coal had 
been known for some time to be a 
good grade of lignite, suitable for 
domestic use, and Mr. Markle con- 
ceived the idea of teaching the In- 
dians how to mine it properly. Ac- 
cordingly he took the question up 
with the then government, and ask- 
ed for a loan of 81,600 to put the 
business on a proper footing. 

The government gtanted the loan 
and Mr. Markle went to Bankhead, 
and engaged Henry Grocut, an ex- 
perienced miner to go to the reserve 
and teach the Indians how to drive 
their entries and to open and work 
their rooms and to timber to protect 
themselves. Mr. Markle then took 
eharge of the business in person. He 
paid the Indians on a tonnage basis 
and he attended to the marketing 
of the product.

He asked the C.P.R. to set his cars 
in on a viding closer to the mine 
and on the strength of the decreased 
haulage, he cut the price for haul- 
ing suflicient to meet the needs of 
the situation. 

And right there the noble redmen 
demonstrated that they were up-to- 
date in one of the attributes of the 
coal miner, if not so much could be 
raid of their methods of inining, 
They immediately struck and it re- 
quired all of their benefactor’s pow- 
ers of persuasion to make them see 
the light. In the end, however, he 
sueceeded and work was resumed,

his services could he dispensed with 
and he left for Coleman in the Crows 
Nest,where, by the way, he and his

Animals in One Vast Panorama 

London, Mngland.—A new feature 
Wi.ca sould prove of great attraction 
io Visitors is to be provided at the 
Zoological Gardens by the generosity 
of J. Newton Mappin, head of the firm 
of Mappin & Webb, Limited. It will 
be an instailation for the panoramic 


display of wild animals, 
Mappin announces his gift in a 
letter to the council, in which he says 


that the installation would be an im- 
portant step in your successful efforts 
to make the London Zoological Gat- 
dens the best in the world from the 
point of view of the animals them- 
selves, and the visitors.

MERCHANT SHIPS IN WAR 


Mystery Seems to Attach to Prepara- 
tions by Germany 

London. — Sir John D,. Rees 
put a remarkable, question in the 
house of commons, regarding the con- 
version of German merchant ships into 
warships. 

He asked the first lord of the admir- 
alty:if-he would state what steps the 
government had taken to countervail 
‘the “privilege of allowing conversion 
of merchantmen into warships, con- 
ferred on Germany by the ratification 
in 1909 of Type Hague conference ‘of 
1907, whereby 128 warships, 45 of 
which were over 10,000 tons, and all 
of which were speclally adapted to 
conversion, would be added to the Ger- 
| man fleet when the empire was at war. 

Doctor Machnamara, who replied for 
the government, sald hé could not ac- 
, cept the figures of Sir John Rees. 
| The question of the protection of 
| British trade and commerce is one 
| which has constantly the attention of 
the admiralty, he said, and IT am not 
| prepared to Make any statement as to 
| what steps will be or bave been taken 
| In the matter.

Vancouver.— Vancouver promoters 
of the Paeifie and Hudson Bay Rail- 
way are asking Federal Government 
fo guarantee bonds for the building 
of a railway from Bella’ Coola north 
eastward, through central and north- 
ern British Columbia. through the 
Peace River country, thence to Al- 
berta by the Paint River Pass, and 
ultimately on to Hudson Bay. 

The plan put up by the promoters 
to the Government, is that an immed- 
jate start at construction will be made 
this summer, if the government will 
guarantee the bonds of the 800 miles 
now contemplated at $40,000 per mile, 
these being thirty year debentures at 
four and one half per cent. per an- 
num. 

The company does not intend to 
ask for any financial assistance from 
the government of British Columbia, 
The promoters say they have spefit a 
quarter of # million dollars, gathering 
data and making surveys.
